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Parents’ grit and determination hailed by judge

AN 11-year-old boy who suf¬ 
fered tragic birth injuries at 
Walsall Manor Hospital has 
been handed a £1.6 million 
compensation package. 

The youngster, who cannot be iden¬ 
tified for legal reasons, was born with 
severe cerebral palsy, drastically af¬ 
fecting his speech, movement and in¬ 
tellect after his brain was starved of 
oxygen during his mother’s labour. 

He now finds it hard to get around without a 
wheelchair and has great difficulty talking and 
communicating. 

When delivered at Walsall Manor Hospital in 
2004, medics ‘did not expect him to survive’. 

Mrs Justice Thirlwall told the story of the 
boy and his courageous family as she approved 
a £1.63 million compensation package designed 
to cover his future care needs at London’s High 
Court on Monday. She commended the ‘sheer 
grit and determination’ of his parents who 
refused to accept their son was living on bor¬ 
rowed time. Justice Thirlwall said when he was 
discharged home, the ‘prognosis remained very 
bleak’. She said: “But his parents did not accept 
that prognosis. 

Challenges 

“They have been constant in their devotion 
to their son and that devotion and love shines 
through.” The boy’s mother submitted a state¬ 
ment to the court sketching out the challenges 
of caring for her stricken son, as well as the 
many delights. 

It included an ‘extremely moving account’ of 
how the boy’s elder siblings do their utmost to 
engage with their brother - including ‘singing 
and talking’ to bring him out of his isolation. 

Despite his severe learning difficulties, the 
boy has made his own determined attempts to 
carve out a life for himself, and was described 
in court as a ‘happy and delightful boy’. 

The case reached the High Court as the fam¬ 
ily’s legal team asked the judge to approve a 
final settlement of his damages claim against 
the Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, after claim¬ 
ing that medical staff should have arranged for 
an earlier emergency Caesarean section deliv¬ 
ery, but the Trust denied blame. 

Mrs Justice Thirlwall said she had ‘no hesi¬ 
tation’ in approving the £1,630,000 settlement 

- which represents just over half the claim’s 
full value. She added: “I must pay tribute to 
the parents for having the confidence that their 
son was capable of finding happiness in his life 

- and for the sheer grit and determination they 
have shown.”

The Big Knit is the brainchild of Council¬ 


lor Gary Perry, who represents the ward. He 
said: “I’m always looking for inventive ways 
of funding the poppy appeal and putting the 
focus on Remembrance Day. 

“I’d seen a similar project involving a me¬ 
morial garden somewhere else in the country 
and thought how effective it had looked.” 

To encourage people to take part, two dif¬ 
ferent patterns have been designed and more 
than 20 copies have already been sent out to 
local church groups and knitting clubs. 

To raise cash for the appeal, organisers are 
considering charging £5 to dedicate a poppy 


in memory of a loved one. Councillor Perry 
said: “Just two volunteers have made over 20 
poppies in a week. 

“Knitters can either do their own thing 
or follow one of the patterns. As long as it’s 
red and looks like a poppy it will be fine.“I 
bumped into our localMP Wendy Morton who 
told me she’d just bought some wool to take 
part in the project, which is fantastic.” The 
poppies will be placed on the memorial clock 
on November 1 and a Royal British Legion 
volunteer will collect donations at the spot 
until Remembrance Day on November 11.

A CHURCH service at a Walsall performing 
arts centre, also home to a school and a TV 
station was cancelled after it was flooded 
when a pipe burst.

Petition against plan 
for homes hits 2,000

OPPOSITION is swelling against 
controversial plans for a housing 
estate on greenbelt land, with 
2,000 people adding their names 
to a campaign. 

A total of 136 homes will be build on 
a site off Landywood Lane, if planning 
permission is given by South Stafford¬ 
shire Council. 

But the plans by KGL Holdings, which 
come less than two years after similar 
proposals for new homes at the site were 
thrown out, have angered villagers. 

Many feel, if approved, it will pave the 
way for entire swathes of greenbelt land 
to be built on and merge the village with 
Cheslyn Hay. 

Residents living near the proposed devel¬ 
opment site have submitted 2,141 protest 
letters to the council, with hundreds more 
villagers detailing their objections to the 
controversial development on the council’s 
website. 

A decision is not expected until Decem¬ 
ber and members of a protest group are 
being supported by South Staffordshire MP 
Gavin Williamson. He said:”I have fought 
tirelessly to protect our greenbelt land 
from being destroyed. 

Rehashed 

“In recent years, South Staffordshire 
has faced intrusions on our greenbelt from 
gypsy and traveller sites, fly tipping and in¬ 
appropriate developments. 

“Currently our greenbelt land is under 
threat from a rehashed proposal from 2013 
which aims to build 136 houses on green¬ 
belt land off Landywood Lane. 

“If built, this development will threaten 
the identity of the villages of Great Wyrley 
and Cheslyn Hay and inreversibly damage 
our greenbelt land.” 

If approved, the site would also include 
90 park and ride spaces for Landywood sta¬ 
tion, 17 allotments and 23 acres of public 
park. A total of 22 of the 136 homes would 
be classed as affordable. 

At a public exhibition of the plans, held 
at Great Wyrley Community Centre, last 
month, Nigel Farmer, planning consultant 
representing KGL, said: “If we get plan¬ 
ning consent for this then that will meet 
the local need until 2030 so there couldn’t 
be any further development. We asked 
South Staffordshire Council if we could de¬ 
velop the 80 homes at Teddesley Estate but 
they would not support that.”

Detectorist 
‘criminals’ 
criticised by 
club's chief 

METAL detectorists who have been dig¬ 
ging up playing fields in Walsall have 
been condemned as ‘criminals’ by en¬ 
thusiasts. 

The Bloxwich Research & Metal De¬ 
tector Club have criticised those who 
have left holes in the football and rugby 
pitches at King George V playing fields. 

Secretary Jim Wall said detector en¬ 
thusiasts would not normally go on such 
council sites without the necessary per¬ 
mission and they would not dig up sports 
fields. 

It emerged that parts of turf had been 
removed by some searching for hidden 
treasure. Mr Wall said: “They are not 
detectorists, they are criminals with de¬ 
tectors. We call these nighthawks. 

“They tend to go out in the evening 
and dig holes where they shouldn’t. 
Sadly people do it and they cast poor 
light on the rest of us who do it profes¬ 
sionally and responsibly. Everywhere we 
search it is owned by somebody and we 
don’t go anywhere without the permis¬ 
sion of the landowner. It is the history 
we are looking at.” 

He added it was hoped those respon¬ 
sible for wrecking fields will be caught. 
The actions have already been con¬ 
demned as a ‘disgrace’ by Bloxwich East 
councillor Kathy Philips, who claimed it 
is happening at Walsall Arboretum and 
in Brownhills also. “Once they have fin¬ 
ished digging they just pat it down and 
then dogs or foxes come along and dig it 
back up.” 

New island set 
for completion 

A NEW traffic island on a main Walsall 
route is to be completed by the end of 
November as part of a multi-million 
pound road scheme. 

The roundabout at the junction of 
Wallows Lane and Bescot Road forms 
part of the £26m highways improvement 
package through Pleck and Darlaston. 

Work is under way on the project and 
motorists are warned of delays, with 
overnight roadworks in place for three 
weeks from Monday as part of the pro¬ 
ject. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, deputy 
leader for Walsall Council, said: “This 
essential work is being carried out as 
part of our drive to improve the links for 
businesses who will eventually move to 
the Darlaston site of the Black Country 
Enterprise Zone.” 

80 new homes 
given green light 

DOZENS of new homes will be built on 
the former site of Beechdale School as 
part of a multi-million pound scheme. 

Council chiefs gave the second phase 
of the upcoming housing development, 
for 80 homes, the go-ahead. The site al¬ 
ready has 40 homes built on it as part 
of a £5million development by Accord 
Group, after the school in Remington 
Road closed in 2007 and was demolished.

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Region is 
one of most 
deprived 
across UK 

THE Black Country is one of the most 
deprived areas in the UK, new figures 
have revealed. 

Both Sandwell and Wolverhampton 
are in the top 20 most deprived areas 
in the UK, with Walsall coming in 
35th and Dudley 79th out of 152. 

Sandwell was also ranked the third 
worst in the UK for education depri¬ 
vation, fourth worst for income depri¬ 
vation and fifth worst for employment 
deprivation. 

Meanwhile Wolverhampton was 
ranked 13th for education depriva¬ 
tion, eighth for income deprivation 
and sixth for employment depriva¬ 
tion. Walsall was the ninth worst top- 
tier authority in the UK for education 
deprivation. 

Emma Reynolds, the MP for Wol¬ 
verhampton North East, said the fig¬ 
ures were ‘extremely worrying’. 

She added: “It’s one of the things I 
have been looking on the Government 
to stop making such drastic cuts to the 
council’s budget because in a deprived 
area it only makes things worse. 

“The council needs to be able to in¬ 
vest more in education and more in 
the local services. 

“Whitehall is making decisions 
about the local level without really 
taking into account that our area 
needs more help and investment. 

Asked about if deprivation is a 
problem regularly raised by her con¬ 
stituents, Ms Reynolds said: “It’s not 
something that people like talking 
about is it? People tend to just get on 
with their lives. But people do strug¬ 
gle to make ends meet.” 

Officials may 
check sendees 

GOVERNMENT officials will scru¬ 
tinise Sandwell Council’s children’s 
services department to check it is 
up to scratch, and could step in if its 
performance is under par. A team 
from the Department for Education 
will probe whether the authority is 
looking after the service, which was 
ranked inadequate by Ofsted in June. 

If the council is deemed incapable of 
improving the services, an independ¬ 
ent commissioner could be parachuted 
in. The Ofsted inspection in June was 
the second time in succession the chil¬ 
dren’s services at the council had been 
labelled inadequate. 

Council leader Darren Cooper said 
he welcomed the visit from independ¬ 
ent officials from the DfE and was 
confident the council was improving.

A RETIRED garage owner and his 
son are overwhelmed after receiving

John Smith, aged 68, and Andrew, 
40, held a night of entertainment at 
The Noah’s Ark pub in Clarke’s Lane, 
Willenhall on September 16, where 
they smashed their initial target of

John said: “It was a bit of relief that 


everything went fine, but the help and 
support we’ve had made life easier.

£1,344, and I put the extra up to

the mention of Macmillan. 


“It was amazing,” he added.

Spurned woman bit 
and scratched ex-lover 


A ‘PERSISTENT’ spurned lover 
scratched and bit her ex-partner 
during a row after he ignored her 
telephone calls and text messages, 
a court heard. 

Dawn Moorhouse, aged 47, attacked 
Carl Hoosang at his Walsall home after 
he did not respond to her pleas. 

Mr Tim Sapwell, prosecuting, told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court the pair previously had 
an on-off relationship, but split up earlier that 
month. 

He said: “Since they split he had a number of 
telephone messages and texts from her asking 
to see him. 

“She was persistent so he started to ignore 
her. 

“On the evening of the incident he took off 
his shirt to cut his hair when there was at the 
door at about 6.30pm. When he opened it there 
was no-one there. 

“The banging continued and when he opened 
the door again she was there. 

“She pushed him back and walked in and 
wouldn’t leave when he asked her to. 

Instigate 

“She shouted and swore at him and said ‘why 
you have you done that to me?’. 

“He assumed that was because he had a new 
partner. She put her right hand to his throat 
while he was trying to make a telephone call. 

“He thought she was trying to instigate a 
fight. She scratched him with her nails and bit 
him on the left side of his chest and upper arm. 
He managed to push her outside and then call 
the police.” 

Mr Sapwell said Moorhouse was arrested 
the same night. He said the officers said she 
smelled of alcohol and she told them she 
wanted to hear from him in person that the 
relationship was over. 

The court heard that Moorhouse, of Mersey 
Road, Blakenall, Walsall, had 10 previous con¬ 
victions between 1984 and 2009, including five 
for assault. She admitted assaulting Mr Hoo¬ 
sang in August. 

Mr Nigel Stelling, defending, said at the time 
she was facing a cancer scare, but had since 
been given the all-clear. 

Moorhouse was given a two-year community 
order with supervision, ordered to pay £200 
costs, and made subject to a restraining order 
for three years. 


Bridge work delayed for two months 



Road closures continue in on the railway bridge in North Street, Walsall, with line electrification work 


A WELL-USED route into Walsall 
town centre is to remain closed to 
motorists for another two months 
because of bridge work delays. 

The North Street bridge has 
been shut as part of a £30 million 
scheme towards the electrification 
of the Chase Line. It needs to be 
rebuilt to accommodate overhead 
power lines between Walsall and 
Rugeley Trent Valley. 

The route has been completely 
shut since the start of the year, 


with the work due to have been 
finished in September. 

However, signage has been 
put up saying that it will remain 
closed until November. 

Network Rail spokesman Jon 
Crampton said: “We apologise 
for the delay in reopening North 
Street. We are doing all we can to 
complete the work as quickly and 
safely as possible and are in regu¬ 
lar contact with the local author¬ 
ity regarding the project and our 


progress. We are working towards 
reopening the road at the begin¬ 
ning of December.” 

The route is well used by traffic 
going to the Butts, town centre 
and as a short cut to Goscote. 

Blakenall councillor Pete Smith 
said: “It is very disappointing, it 
is causing diversions, which is 
then leading to traffic build up, 
particularly at peak times in Lit¬ 
tleton Street. The queues can be 
horrendous.” 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

£200k fine for 
waiting times 

HEALTH chiefs in Walsall face a fine 
of almost £200,000 so far this year 
for patients waiting too long in A&E 
and ambulances, latest figures have 
shown. The level of fine for people not 
being seen within four hours at Man¬ 
or Hospital’s emergency department 
stands at £128,640 since April. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust has 
been battling to reduce the amount of 
time patients wait and has hit the 95 
per cent national standard. 

The trust is also braced for a 
£65,200 fine for the amount of time 
people are left waiting in an ambu¬ 
lance. A report said there is a £200 fine 
for every handover between 30 to 60 
minutes and £1,000 for over an hour.

M'way plans criticised as 'reheated' 


A £1.8 BILLION package of ‘new’ 
motorway improvements has been 
branded as ‘reheating’ old plans an¬ 
nounced multiple times over the past 
five years. 

Highways England unveiled 10 
projects to cut congestion and im¬ 
prove journeys in the West Midlands 
at a launch in Birmingham. 

The schemes heralded include 
building the M54/M6/M6 Toll link 


road, first announced in 2003, re¬ 
vived in 2010 and funding committed 
in 2013. 

There is also the construction 
of two new bridges at junction 10 
of the M6 at Walsall to widen the 
roundabout and create four lanes, 
announced in July last year by 
Chancellor George Osborne, and up¬ 
grading the M6 junctions 13-15 from 
Stafford to Stoke to four lane ‘smart 


motorways’ with variable speed lim¬ 
its, first revealed in summer 2013. 

M5 improvements between 
junctions 5-7, were announced in 
December. To mark the announce¬ 
ment, Highways England regional 
director, Tim Harbot said: “These 
new schemes will bring huge im¬ 
provements to journeys around the 
Midlands.” But Warley MP John 
Spellar was critical, saying many of 


the schemes had been announced at 
least three times in the past year. 

He said: “I am absolutely aston¬ 
ished that the transport department 
and their companies are continuing 
to reheat existing proposals and give 
the impression that they are new. 
Good hardy folk in the Black Coun¬ 
try and West Midlands will not be 
fooled by this. We want less talk and 
more action.” 



Delay until next year 
for £lm baths revamp

WORK on a £1 million 
makeover of Walsall Gala 
Baths has been delayed un¬ 
til next year, it has emerged. 

A revamp of the outdated 
town centre building was ini¬ 
tially due to be completed by the 
end of 2015. 

A new family changing village, 
re-modelled reception, sauna and 
a boom to split the Gala Pool for a 
main and learner section are pro¬ 
posed for the refurbishment of the 
50-year-old site. 

However, the council says a need 
to agree a programme of works 
means the work will not begin until 
January. The baths in Tower Street 
will remain operational for the rest 
of this year. 

It is not known at this stage when 
works will be completed. 

An update report to the council 
said: “Despite initial hopes to get 
work completed before Christmas 
we have now had confirmation from 
our contractor that no work will 
begin until January 2016. 

Abestos 

“We are currently working with 
the contractor to produce a detailed 
schedule of works with as little dis¬ 
ruption to our normal operation as 
possible.” 

Some initial works to remove as¬ 
bestos was carried out earlier this 
year. Council chiefs have insisted 
it will improve leisure provision in 
the town. 

Leisure chief councillor Anthony 
Harris said: “This is an exciting de¬ 
velopment for Walsall Gala Baths, 
seeing Walsall Council investing 
£lm to improve the range and qual¬ 
ity of facilities on site. 

“The programming of the works 
is necessarily complex as the council 
seeks to achieve the maximum im¬ 
provement whilst limiting the im¬ 
pact of the works on service users. 

“The council is in the process of 
discussing a number of proposed 
programmes with the contractor but 
no decisions have yet been made. We 
would again like to thank our cus¬ 
tomers for their patience.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to a pair of loyal workers at 
a Walsall firm who have clocked up 95 years of service 
between them. Geoff Myatt and Kashmir Singh both be¬ 
gan at Bradken straight out of school. 

Mr Myatt, aged 66 and from Wednesbury joined the 
metal castings firm in 1965 as a pattern maker. But he 
has worked his way up and is now a methods engineer 
overseeing all of the staff in the patterns department. 

The real ale and steam train enthusiast has also fea¬ 
tured in company brochures. 

Michael Platt, who himself has served at Bradken for 
24 years, issued glowing praise for Mr Myatt. He said: 
“He is extremely dedicated and his attendance has been 
exceptional over the years. 

“It would take a lot to stop him coming into to work. 
He is like one of the family here. He certainly knows his 
stuff as well. We have about 3,000 patterns but if you 
give him the number of one he’ll have a think but he 


will tell you what it is. He knows this place like the back 
of his hand.” 

Mr Myatt who has racked up a half century was recog¬ 
nised alongside Mr Singh who is just five years behind. 

The 61-year-old from Reedswood is a shell core maker 
but has become a jack of all trades at Bradken doing 
everything from operating the forklift to overhead crane 
driving. 

Mr Platt said: “He is very multi-talented and he is 
reliable but he is also a nice lad as well. He often brings 
Indian food in for the lads and looks after them which is 
very much appreciated by everyone. He is just a family 
man at heart, with three daughters and three grand¬ 
children. But like Geoff he wants to carry on and get 
50 years.” He added: “The firm has changed a lot of 
the years it used to be Darlaston Iron Foundries in the 
1800s and had around 1,500 workers. We have about 60 
employees now as times have changed.” 


Jail for man 
in false tax 
claims to 
fund habit 

A CONMAN who pocketed almost 
£25,000 making false claims on the 
tax returns of friends to fund his co¬ 
caine habit has been jailed. 

Alan Jones, whose only qualifica¬ 
tion was that of a book keeper, was 
paid for the services by friends who 
believed he was honest. 

The 39-year-old repaid that trust 
by changing their bank details to his 
own so unjustified rebates from bogus 
claims made in their name flowed into 
his bank account. The cash funded his 
£l,000-a-week cocaine habit, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

The scam started with the junkie 
making false claims on behalf of him¬ 
self and his partner but soon spread 
to include several other people who 
were either friends or had been rec¬ 
ommended to him by word of mouth. 

This allowed him to fraudulently 
collect a total of £24,509 in unwar¬ 
ranted rebates during the three years 
of the scam before it was uncovered. 

“It was a sophisticated, planned 
and sustained course of dishonesty,” 
said Miss Blondelle Thompson, prose¬ 
cuting. He was arrested on August 29 
2013, interviewed the following No¬ 
vember and finally appeared in court 
for the first time in August last year. 

Mr Jonathan Challinor, defending, 
declared: “He logged on to the HM 
Revenue and Customs and submitted 
information online that had the effect 
of generating a tax rebate. The sim¬ 
plicity of this led him to expand the 
operation. “He fell into the tempta¬ 
tion of making false payments.” 

Jones, of Stafford Road, Walsall 
pleaded guilty to seven counts of 
false accounting and was jailed for 16 
months .

Petition hits 
700 names 
over road 
safetyfears 

AROUND 700 people have put their 
names to a petition calling for im¬ 
proved safety measures along a road 
where a young mother was killed and 
her sister seriously injured. 

Campaigners are calling for action 
to deal with problems on the A34 Wal¬ 
sall Road, in Great Barr. And along¬ 
side the written petition around 200 
people have liked a Facebook page set 
up for the campaign. Residents are 
battling to stop illegal U-turns and 
other dangerous manoeuvres at the 
Tower Hill junction near to shops, a 
pub and a restaurant. 

And campaigners have pledged to 
set up stalls at upcoming community 
events to boost the number of names 
on the petition even further. Father- 
of-two Richard Evans, of Carmodale 
Avenue, launched the campaign and 
said people were very concerned. 

At the end of August, 300 people 
had signed the petition which has 
jumped to nearly 700 in just under a 
month. Mr Evans said this showed the 
strength of feeling in the area about 
action being needed. Sarah Child, 26, 
was killed and her sister Claire seri¬ 
ously injured after being hit by a car 
at the junction. 

The driver, Amirul Islam, from 
Lozells, Birmingham, was jailed for 
four years in 2013 after pleading 
guilty to causing death by dangerous 
driving. 

Claire suffered nerve damage in 
her right leg as a result of the impact.

Tommscape bid

A £1.5 MILLION scheme to restore 
historic buildings to their former glo¬ 
ry in Willenhall is due to finish soon.

Work has included roof repairs, 
repointing of brickwork and replace¬ 
ment of windows. Among those to 
have benefitted from the funding have 
been American Nails and The Sand¬ 
wich Shop, in Stafford Street, Blunts 
Shoes in Market Place, JR Holyhead 
in Cross Street, RS News in Wolver¬ 
hampton Street. 

The money has come from the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund and Visionary 
Investment Enhancing Walsall. Fur¬ 
thermore, Walsall Council contrib¬ 
uted a further £50,000.

WALSALL Football Club has reduced 
its long-term debt to £144,000 after 
making profits of £26,000 in the last 
financial year. It is the tenth consec¬ 
utive year the club has made a profit, 
according to chairman Jeff Bonser. 


Family time's worth £lbn for Steve

ALMOST every businessman wants 
to spend more time with their chil¬ 
dren - but Steve Smith gave up a 
chance of running a £1 billion compa¬ 
ny for that. 

The Poundland founder says he is 
delighted the business he started on a 
market stall in Bilston is now taking 
over its major rival, the 99p stores. 

And he is now putting his own 
money and advice towards helping 
other upcoming entrepreneurs start 
their own companies, saying many 
would not have the type of support 
he got from his father in the form of 


the £50,000 loan that began one of 
the high street’s biggest success sto¬ 
ries. Willenhall-born Mr Smith, aged 
52, started Poundland in 1990 and 
sold the chain 10 years later for £50 
million. 

He lives in a 13-bedroom mansion 
in Romsley, between Bridgnorth and 
Kidderminster with his wife, Tracey, 
and their children Katie, Ashley and 
Joe. “If I’m honest it would have been 
nice to continue, but it’s about get¬ 
ting the balance right,” he says as he 
is asked about Poundland’s success 
since the sale. 


“I think it’s fantastic to see the 
business turning over £1 billion, 
which was my dream for it. 

“But I don’t regret selling it. My 
daughter would still be asleep when I 
left in the morning to go to work and 
she’d be in bed asleep when I came 
home at night. 

“I wanted to spend more time with 
her and with my two young boys.” 

Mr Smith now runs chairs Green¬ 
field Capital, which provides bridging 
loans and invests in various busi¬ 
nesses. He also has a property busi¬ 
ness, Estates Direct. 


Care home to be closed 
after safety problems 


A WALSALL care home is on the 
brink of shutting down following a 
raft of safety concerns raised by a 
health watchdog. 

Damaged and cracked wheelchair 
ramps, trip hazards and poor lighting 
were among a list of maintenance issues 
flagged by the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) at the home in Darlaston referred 
to as 35 Avenue Road. 

The home accommodates autistic people 
and those with learning disabilities. A shower 
which leaked water into the corridor and ceil¬ 
ing tiles about to collapse were also flagged up 
by an inspector during the unannounced visit 
in July. 

The CQC report stated: “Staff we spoke with 
thought the premises and environment in the 
home was safe. However, we found instances 
where the safety of people could be compro¬ 
mised. We looked at the access to the front of 
the home and found that the approach to the 
building was via two concrete ramps. We saw 
both ramps were uneven in parts. 

Wooden 

“This posed a risk of falls to people. We saw a 
wooden ramp was used to access the back gar¬ 
den, we found one of the wooden panels was 
loose and rocked back and forth creating a trip¬ 
ping hazard.” 

It follows an inspection in the same month 
last year where the issues had been previously 
raised. An action plan to address the problems 
had been set out but work was not carried out. 
The report also said: “We looked at the ground 
floor shower room door as it had been replaced 
since our last inspection. We saw there was no 
seal to prevent the water leaking into the corri¬ 
dor when the shower was being used.” 

Following the latest visit the CQC concluded 
the home required improvement particularly 
in the areas of safety, effectiveness and leader¬ 
ship. The watchdog is now considering enforce¬ 
ment action. 

Despite the findings a large number of posi¬ 
tive aspects were highlighted. Inspectors found 
that staff met a lot of the standards required 
stating they met were caring and responsive. 

Bosses at Pathway Care which run the home 
have confirmed its closure is now imminent. 

A spokesman said: “We informed the CQC 
earlier in the year of our intention to de-regis- 
ter the home and close it. The inspection was 
carried out subsequent to this notification.”

That time-hon¬ 
oured, catch-all phrase for everyone with 
no other justification for their actions. 
Aside from the fact that the guidelines 
were introduced only eight years ago, 
since when has transport legislation been 
about the whims of fashion? 

There are lots of things about our judi¬ 
cial systems that are out of date. Judges 
wearing wigs, Lords wearing ermine. Ti¬ 
tles like Lord Chancellor and Mr Justice 
Smith. By and large they are harmless, 
and if anything maybe give a bit of gravi- 
tas to the proceedings. 

But rules saying that speed cameras 
should be sensibly located and not hid¬ 
den from view? Surely that’s just fair play 
and common sense. 

If the guidelines do need updating, how 
about adding a requirement that every 
camera should be clearly marked with 
what the actual speed limit is? I know at 
this point the pedants will point out that 
in the absence of a sign to the contrary 
national speed limits apply, which means 
30 in a built-up-area, 60 on a single car¬ 
riageway, and 70 on a double. But why 
not make it easy? They do want people 
to stick to the limits, don’t they? 

Meanwhile, it was revealed at the 
weekend the closure of 28 police stations 
around West Midlands. We all know cash 
is short and cuts have to be made, but 
how can it be right leaving a town the size 
of Dudley without a police station, and 
then spending money on hidden speed 
traps? Maybe they think police stations 
are out of date as well.

Principal and chief executive of the college, 
Jatinder Sharma OBE, was joined by deputy 
mayor of Walsall councillor Kath Phillips and 
‘Blind Dave’ Heeley, from West Bromwich to 
cut the ribbon. 


Walsall College’s much-an¬ 
ticipated £11 m business and 
sports hub is now up and run¬ 
ning.

Mr Sharma OBE said: “I am delighted that 
The Hub is now officially open to the local 
community we pride ourselves on serving. 

“This represents a new era for Walsall as 
this is the first facility of its kind to be built 
in the borough. 

“From the onset the vision has been to cre¬ 
ate a space which addresses two of the area’s 
key initiatives; creating a thriving economy 
for all by enabling budding entrepreneurs to 
develop the skills and confidence they need to 
establish their own businesses, and giving the 
wider community greater opportunities to im¬ 


prove their health and fitness, by taking part 
in sports and physical activities. 

“I very much look forward to seeing stu¬ 
dents and members of the community taking 
advantage of the fantastic facilities we have 
available.” 

The Hub features a range of state-of-the-art 
facilities including a multi-purpose sports hall, 
dance and fitness studios, gym, spa, sports 
training and injury clinic. 

There is also an incubation centre for 
start-up businesses, conference and event fa¬ 
cilities and a 40-seat bistro restaurant. The 
new hub sits next to the main college, which 
opened in 2009 after more than 18 months of 
construction and followed a land swap agree¬ 
ment with Tesco. Work on the new hub started 
in August 2014. 

Construction students also put their stamp 
on the facility and for one student this has led 


to a permanent job. Chris Roberts, aged 18, 
had only just completed the Level Three Elec¬ 
trical Installation course at the college in the 
summer but following a work placement on 
the development, he was offered a position as 
a trainee electrician with David Paradine Ltd, 
the electrical sub-contractors who worked on 
The Hub. 

Before work on the project began, a deal 
was struck between the college and Interserve 
Construction, the contractors leading the de¬ 
velopment, to offer valuable placement oppor¬ 
tunities to students. 

Several students have completed work ex¬ 
perience onsite, covering a range of trades 
including brickwork, electrical installation, 
plumbing and quantity surveying. 

It forms part of the Gigaport, which aims 
to create a £400m business and office develop¬ 
ment through Walsall.

Market work to start 


IT has hit significant delays - 
but work is now finally due to 
start on a new £1.75 million 
permanent home for Walsall 
Market. 

The long-awaited project will fi¬ 
nally get going by the end of the 
year, it has emerged. 

The improved pitch has been held 
back due to Network Rail carrying out 


the electrification of the line running 
through the town centre. 

The new-look market around The 
Bridge will include 70 stalls which will 
be removable to create a public open 
space when not operating. 

The historic 800-year-old event will 
also be capable of opening for seven 
days a week rather than the current 
five. In a report to full council, deputy 
leader Councillor Adrian Andrew said: 
“Work on the new Walsall Market is 


expected to commence in the next few 
months which will help to revitalise a 
popular and traditional feature of the 
town centre, this has been delayed 
through complications due to Network 
Rail.” It emerged last year that work 
to rebuild a bridge underneath Park 
Street would cause delays in the pro¬ 
ject. Spokesman for Network Rail, Jon 
Crampton said: “Work to rebuild the 
railway bridge on Park Street is due to 
start in October.

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Brave Poppy winning 
fight to beat cancer

IT was first spotted by her 
doctors in January - a squint 
in her eye later revealing a 
rare form of cancer. 

Poppy Chandler, aged two, from 
Bloxwich, has since been receiving 
chemotherapy for the condition 
called retinoblastoma. 

The cancer occurs while the retina 
is maturing and affects around only 50 
children in Britain each year, usually 
those under the age of five. Now, her 
parents Michelle and Martin, hope she 
is now well on the road to recovery. 

Along with her five-year-old sister 
Lucie, the family want to now raise 
awareness of the disease. Mrs Chan¬ 
dler said: “The news we received at the 
start of the year was just terrible but 
Poppy is doing really well. 

“We’re all hoping that despite 2015 
beginning on such a low we’ll be able 
to end it on a real high with our little 
girl being able to ring the bell to signal 
going into remission.” 

Changing 

The rare cancer can affect one or 
both eyes but, thanks to greater un¬ 
derstanding and new methods of treat¬ 
ment, more than 98 per cent of those 
diagnosed are cured. Early warning 
signs include a squint, an abnormal 
appearance of the pupil that means 
the affected pupil appears white in 
flash photographs, poor vision or 
the coloured part of the eye, the iris, 
changing colour. Poppy’s family are 
now hoping that in the near future 
she will be able to ring a special bell in 
the hospital’s oncology department to 
mark the end of her treatment. 

Mrs Chandler added: “We were in 
shock when it was first mentioned to 
us that there was a possibility Poppy 
might have eye cancer. It’s not some¬ 
thing you hear about so we didn’t have 
any real idea what retinoblastoma 
was. In the few days before it was con¬ 


firmed we had done our own research, 
so in a way were prepared for what we 
were told but, obviously, it was still a 
really tough time. 

“However, how it was explained to 
us at Birmingham Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal; what it was and the plan for Poppy 
moving forward, helped us focus on 
how our little girl was going to get 
better.” A number of factors are taken 
into account when deciding on treat¬ 
ment including the size of the tumour. 

Mrs Chandler said Poppy spent 
several periods in hospital with a 


high temperature due to the chemo¬ 
therapy and also had to have blood 
transfusions. She added: “After the 
chemotherapy, her blood counts drop. 
She was more prone to getting ill and 
infections and she sometimes had a 
temperature and got poorly.” 

Dr Helen Jenkinson, lead oncologist 
for the national retinoblastoma service 
at Birmingham Children’s Hospital, 
said: “We’re delighted to see Poppy 
doing so well. She’s a very brave little 
girl who has been supported by a won¬ 
derful family.”

Digby may 
be tempted 
to run for 
mayor role 


DIGBY Jones, one of the most prominent fig¬ 
ures in the world of British business has ad¬ 
mitted he is “sorely tempted” by the idea of 
running as the mayor of the West Midlands. 

But Lord Jones of Birmingham said the chances of 
his putting himself forward as head of the region’s 
new combined authority were currently no more 


than “five or 10 per cent”. 

He was talking during a 
business mini-conference on 
board the Queen Elizabeth 
cruise liner at the weekend, 
organised by Black County 
property tycoon Roy Rich¬ 
ardson and his family. 

Senior company exec¬ 
utives, including Francis 
Robin Herzberg from Ca- 
rillion, and leading figures 
from the business commu¬ 
nity - including the presi¬ 
dent and chief executive of 
Birmingham Chamber of 
Commerce, David Waller 
and Paul Faulkner - took 
part in a series of debates 
on the combined authority. 

Decisions 

Lord Jones said the new 
body, given delegated pow¬ 
ers from Whitehall, would 
allow local decisions to be 
made about spending gov¬ 
ernment funding on prop¬ 
erty development, transport 
and improving education 
and skills. 

But he condemned ‘a lack 
of high quality leadership’ 
among the region’s senior 
local politicians. He said 
big metropolitan councils 
like Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham would need to 
give up powers to make the 
new combined authority ef¬ 
fective, ‘but turkeys don’t 
vote for Christmas’. 

Urged to put his name 
forward by many at the 
event, he declined, saying: 
“This is not the opening of 
the Digby campaign.”

But the former director 
general of the CBI outlined 
his vision for the role, as 
someone ‘out in Delhi and 
Rio winning business for 
the West Midlands’, while 
an appointed cabinet, in¬ 
cluding someone he termed 
‘a back room fixer’, ran the 
authority and handled local 
political disputes. 

The event also heard from 
Johnathan Dudley, Head of 
Oldbury-based accountants 
Crowe Clark Whitehill, who 
said most of the firms he 
spoke to wanted to see the 
combined authority named 
Greater Birmingham. 

“I am Black Country 
through and through, but if 
Birmingham and the West 
Midlands want to be com¬ 
petitive then things have 
to change. If you are going 
for a combined authority 
then make it Greater Bir¬ 
mingham or don’t bother”, 
he said. 


Man punched 
after refusal to 
buy drunk beer 


A SHOP customer was 
punched in the face when 
he refused to buy a drunk a 
can of beer. The single blow 
caused a displaced fracture 
to the cheek of Anthony Lit- 
tlehailes, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

Trouble hared when he 
was approached by complete 
stranger Shaun Jenkins in 
Lalli Wines at Moat Road, 
Walsall on Sunday March 
8, said Mr Howard Searle, 
prosecuting. 

The 34-year-old with a 
drink problem and 13 pre¬ 
vious convictions for assault 
asked for a can of beer to be 
bought for him. The victim 
refused and swore at Jen¬ 
kins who punched him when 


they got outside. Staff from 
the shop intervened and 
he was arrested by a pass¬ 
ing police patrol. Mr Oliver 
Woolhouse, defending, said 
it was six years since the 
last conviction of Jenkins 
for violence: “He had drunk 
too much and relapsed into 
his previous offending.” 

Jenkins from Wood Lane, 
Short Heath pleaded guilty 
to assault causing actual 
bodily harm and was jailed 
for a year by Judge Stephen 
Eyre QC who said: “The 
victim and his partner had 
been for a walk when they 
went into the shop to buy 
some tobacco and had the 
misfortune to come into con¬ 
tact with you.”

A CONTROVERSIAL new junction off a main 
Walsall route is poised to still go-ahead - de¬ 
spite hundreds of objections. 

The University of Wolverhampton wants to create 
a new access road from the Broadway to a planned 
225-space car park on the site. A decision was de¬ 


ferred by Walsall Council 

The decision was put on 
hold amid a 450-name peti¬ 
tion and another 50 letters 
of objection. 

It was agreed to look at al¬ 
ternative options for access. 

A list of other options 
which have been explored 
and not considered suitable, 
such as access off Delves 
Green Road and a one-way 
system at nearby Magdalene 
Road have been provided to 
councillors. Under the pro¬ 
posals a permanent car park 
would replace a temporary 
overspill one and would 
see access from Magdalene 
Road closed off. 

A new traffic light con¬ 
trolled junction would be 
created on Broadway, which 
is one the main commuter 
routes in and out of the 
town centre. Councillors 
were recommended to sup¬ 
port the original plans. 

A football pitch will be 
lost but the university will 
invest £120,000 for im- 


•lanners last month.

proved sports facilities to 
compensate for the loss. 
The all-weather pitch will 
be upgraded to 3G. Con¬ 
cerns raised by residents 
have included headlights 
glaring into their premises, 
impact on property values, 
extra noise and pollution 
and traffic issues. 

But in a report, head of 
planning David Elsworthy, 
says: “The applicant has 
undertaken a full transport 
assessment that explored a 
number of options and con¬ 
cluded that the proposed 
new signal junction and ac¬ 
cess road is the best option. 

“On balance it is consid¬ 
ered that the use of the new 
access is unlikely to have a 
detrimental impact on resi¬ 
dents’ amenity on the basis 
that there is an existing car 
park and traffic flows will 
not be directly affected.”

village school's past is 
history lesson in itself 


APRIL 2016 will see Pelsall 
Village School celebrate 100 
years at the School Lane 
site and the children, staff 
and governors are hoping to 
commemorate this very spe¬ 
cial birthday in style. 

The school is also hoping for the 
help of its local community, which 
itself can date its own history 
back to the Domesday Book. 

Sallyann Tuckwell-Allen, assistant 
head teacher said: “It has been part 
of the curriculum for many years now 
to teach children attending this ‘vil¬ 
lage’ school about their own heritage 
through the school’s unique history. 

“It had humble beginnings as a 
Methodist place of education at the 
Chapel Street location. 

“This sits as part of the Perfect Pel¬ 
sall Creative Curriculum topic.” 

This was where the application for 
building Pelsall’s first national school 
in 1845 was made (it was later com¬ 
pleted in 1848 at the princely cost of 
£432. 4s.7d.) 

By 1895 there were 395 children on

the attendance roll but moving for¬ 
ward to the 20th century, in 1951, a 
government inspection revealed a gen¬ 
eral lack of facilities at Chapel Street 
and by the Queen’s Silver Jubilee year, 
1977, the building was no longer in use 
as a school. 

Fortunately, a new site had been 
commissioned earlier in the century 
and in 1916, the infants school moved 
to the new council school, which came 
to being in the appropriately-named 
School Lane, hence the 2016 Cente¬ 
nary Celebrations. 

Numbers 

This is where the school’s history 
becomes a little complex as in 1923 
the School Lane site came under Staf¬ 
fordshire Council as a ‘mixed’ school 
and in 1931 the School Lane Infants 
school site closed and reopened as Pel¬ 
sall Senior School! 

In 1959-61 a new church school had 
been built on Maple Road site but was 


used by the county council school to 
begin with due to growing numbers. 

By 1964, the Pelsall Senior School 
had left the School Lane site for new 
site in Pelsall Lane and the Pelsall 
Mixed County Council School moved 
in to School Lane site. 

During the 1970s a sports hall, 
kitchen, nursery and swimming pool 
were all added to School Lane site 
and by 1999, Pelsall Infant & Jun¬ 
ior schools were amalgamated on the 
School Lane site to become the Pelsall 
Village School we know today. 

Jane Clark, head teacher, is de¬ 
lighted in being able to offer the chil¬ 
dren of Pelsall Village School, this 
once in a lifetime opportunity to cele¬ 
brate its very special history at a time 
where educational values are a para¬ 
mount aspect of the daily curriculum. 

The school is warmly inviting past 
pupils, parents and staff to take part 
in a series of events throughout 2016.

FLAMES ripped through a cara¬ 
van and large stable block in a 
suspected arson attack.

A Shetland pony inside fled before the 
flames took

Fire crews from Bloxwich and Aldridge 
tackled the blaze, which started in the car¬ 
avan before spreading to the five-stable 
block, for almost an hour. Investigators be¬ 
lieve the fire was started deliberately. 

Mrs Kenyon, aged 51, said she believed 
whoever was responsible released the pony 
first. She said: “Someone knew the pony 
was in there. I’d been down to the stable at 
7.20am, clearing out, and left about quar¬ 
ter past eight. The fire started half an hour 
later. Someone with a grudge did this.” 

The caravan and stable block, containing 
bridles, signage, horse blankets and other 
equipment, were destroyed in the blaze. 

Watch commander Andrew Nicholls, 
from Bloxwich fire station, said several 
phone calls about the blaze had been re¬ 
ceived. He said: “All that was left of the 
caravan was the chassis and wheels.” 

A gas cylinder from the caravan exploded 
in the blaze but fire crews were able to pre¬ 
vent the flames from spreading to a second 
one. The family are now appealing for help 
in replacing some equipment such as horse 
collars, rugs, wheelbarrows, brushes and 
shovels. Family friend Bella Rochelle, 18, 
said: “They’ve lost everything. If people can 
help it would be very appreciated.”

CCTV call to stop 
fly-tipping return 

A CALL has been made to bring back CCTV 
cameras on wasteland targeted by flytip- 
pers and arsonists following another fire.

£3.2m Jhoots HQ shapes up for business 



Jhoots’ multi-million pound headquarters in Littleton street West, Walsall, near to completion, set to bring 30 jobs 


IT has transformed a prominent Wal¬ 
sall town centre site, and now the 
multi-million pound Jhoots base is all 
but complete. The 20,000 sq ft offices 
for the pharmacy company have been 
under construction on the corner of 
Littleton Street West and Hatherton 
Street for a year. 

With the dazzling glass, clear design 
and the company name emblazoned on 
the side, the building is now in place 
with staff due to move in within weeks. 

The £3.2 million development is the 
latest step in the regeneration of the 
town and will house around 100 staff, 
creating 30 new jobs. 


The Jhoots headquarters will also be 
sitting adjacent to the Walsall Hous¬ 
ing Group office. Deputy council leader 
Adrian Andrew said: “It is brilliant, 
the investment in the town, the confi¬ 
dence in the town is great. 

“The fact Jhoots have chosen to put 
their HQ in Walsall is good for the 
town. I have been involved in the pro¬ 
ject for several years and it is good to 
see it come to conclusion.” 

Jhoots’ main base has been in Dar- 
laston and the new base is part of 
£400m plans to transform land by the 
town’s ring road. 

Up to two other offices could be built 


on the land of Jhoots. Council regen¬ 
eration bosses believe up to 60 further 
jobs could then be created. The previ¬ 
ous buildings on the site, including the 
former 100 year-old engineering firm 
Noirit which relocated to a location in 
Portland Street, were pulled down in 
summer 2012. 

Walsall Council invested in the site 
to help push forward with the regener¬ 
ation of the main corridor. 

The shape of that part of the town 
has been changing rapidly, with the 
pulling down of a former tannery in 
Hatherton Street for long-term regen¬ 
eration.

School told 
to improve 
'weak' pupil 
standards 


A SCHOOL in Brownhills has been ordered 
to improve amid concerns over ‘weak’ pupil 
standards and a failure to monitor their pro¬ 
gress. 

Inspectors from Ofsted highlighted poor gram¬ 
mar, spelling and a need to improve mathematics at 


Brownhills West Primary. 

A report following the in¬ 
spection just before the sum¬ 
mer break has highlighted a 
need to make improvements 
in four of five areas. 

These include manage¬ 
ment, quality of teaching, 
pupil achievement and early 
year provision. The only 
good rating was pupil be¬ 
haviour and safety. 

However, despite being 
told to improve there were 
some strengths identified 
such as having a clear di¬ 
rection to improve, better 
attendance and some educa¬ 
tion progress. The school in 
Shannon Drive, which was 
rated as good in its previous 
inspection, has around 180 
pupils aged from three to 11. 
It is now grade three rather 
than two. 

Lead Ofsted inspector 
Heather Simpson said: 
“Teachers do not always 
check on the progress of all 
groups when they are work¬ 
ing with a specific group and 
are therefore unsure how 
well pupils’ are doing, or 
whether the work provided

is too easy or too hard. For 
example, in a Year One read¬ 
ing lesson, the most-able 
pupils were reading a short 
non-fiction book which was 
too easy for them. They fin¬ 
ished it quickly and had no 
further work to go on to, so 
time was wasted and their 
progress was limited. 

“Pupils are now writing 
at greater length and the 
presentation of their work 
is improving. However, 
their use of grammar, punc¬ 
tuation and spelling is weak 
in most classes as teachers 
do not always focus closely 
enough on this aspect.” 

She added: “Pupils’ 
achievement requires im¬ 
provement because their 
progress has not been con¬ 
sistently good since the 
previous inspection and 
remains uneven across the 
school.” 

In 2014, standards fell to 
below average at the end of 
Key Stage 1 and Key Stage

BIRMINGHAM’S Swim Deep 
go back to go forward on 
their second album, Mothers. 

The light but compelling bliss pop of 
2013’s Where The Heaven Are We has 
been replaced by a tougher tripped- 
out sound blending psychedelic ex¬ 
cess with the bleary eyed trance dance 
sounds of baggy Manchester, circa The 
Stone Roses and The Happy Mondays. 

There is the odd mis-step. Namaste 
sounds like The Boo Radleys given a 
tinny Stock-Aitken-Waterman produc¬ 
tion, while Forever Spaceman finds 
frontman Austin Williams channeling 
Syd Barrett around the time of Pink 
Floyd’s Interstellar Overdrive. But the 
enhanced five-piece (keyboardist 
James Balmont now a fully-fledged 
member) have a fuller, more varied 
sound on Mothers, which the band 
dedicated to child-bearers, rather than 
Frank Zappa’s Mothers of Invention. 

Grand Affection is a compelling Dep- 
eche Mode-like groove and Is There 
Anybody Out There has cinematic 
grandeur. Other highlights include the 
wonky charms of Green Conduit and 
Laniakea, the Spandau Ballet meets 
Simple Minds sound of Imagination 
and the closing Fuelho Boogie built on 
a Giorgio Moroder-like disco beat. 

Now Mothers gets road tested when 
Swim Deep have a home city gig at 
Birmingham Institute on October 17 as 
part of their UK tour. 

Lana Del Rey takes her languid style 
of femme fatale vocals into echo cham¬ 
bers of chilled minimalist drama on her 
third major label album, Honeymoon. 

The title track opens the album 
oozing the retro cool of a 1950s torch 
singer backed by icy strings. It sets 
the tone for a self-assured exercise in 


magnificent morose moodiness, reach¬ 
ing a peak of gothic romance on The 
Blackest Day. The album closes with 
New Yorker Del Rey’s sparse cover of 
Nina Simone and Animals hit Don’t Let 
Me Be Misunderstood. 

Formed more than ten years ago by a 
group of university students in Stafford, 
Editors have matured elegantly and 
are now among the finest exponents 
of dark, melancholy indie rock. Synths 
and strings, rather than guitars, are at 
the forefront of fifth album In Dream, 
which underlines the subtle shift in 
style since the departure of guitarist 
Chris Urbanowicz in 2012 and arrival of 
Justin Lockey and Elliott Williams. 

Singer Tim Smith has developed a 
rich sonorous vocal (think Cave and 
Ferry) but it is flexible, going from mel¬ 
low to anguished falsetto on opener No 
Harm. On three tracks he is joined by 
Slowdive singer Rachel Goswell, a par¬ 
ticularly effective partnership on Ocean 
Of Night. Life Is A Fear and Our Love 
both have particularly seductive vibes 
and the album ends at its best with 
the rather lovely At All Cost and the 
slow-burning epic Marching Orders. 


Editors are in concert at Birming¬ 
ham’s 02 Academy on October 16. 

Exciting is not a word I have previ¬ 
ously associated with Oxford’s Foals. 
Efficient yes, but never exciting, until 
fourth album What Went Down. 

The band have developed rock 
muscle to go along with the pulsat¬ 
ing percussion and fluid guitar hooks, 
and singer/guitarist Yannis Philippakis 
has a tougher edge to his sometimes 
maudlin vocals. Both are apparent on 
the exciting title track and equally rock¬ 
ing Snake Oil. They also do epic well on 
Albatross and powerful finale A Knife 
In The Ocean. Foals play Birmingham 
Barclaycard Arena on February 19. 

American singer/songwriter Nath¬ 
aniel Rateliff is a good fit with the leg¬ 
endary Stax label, having reinvented 
himself as frontman of stomping R&B 
band Nathaniel Rateliff & The Night 
Sweats. Their self-titled debut is 
packed with original songs that will ap¬ 
peal to fans of classic blues and soul. 
His voice is similar to Paolo Nutini and 
his style unashamedly old school. Get 
sweaty with them at The Institute in Bir¬ 
mingham on October 18. 


Shrek’s 

cannot 

Shrek, The Musical 
Wolverhampton Grand Theatre 
By Graeme Andrew 

INGENIOUS costumes, amazing sets, 
belly laughs throughout and superb 
music - Shrek rules! 

William Steig’s story of an ogre who 
finds love and friendship in a bid to se¬ 
cure his swamp after being overrun by 
ousted fairytale creatures, has trans¬ 
lated brilliantly from the big screen to 
the musical stage. 

Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre 
resounded with roars of uncontrolla¬ 
ble laughter as we were whisked along 
on the road to Duloc and beyond, as 
Shrek and Donkey follow their quest 
to rescue Princess Fiona from the 
clutches of the dragon. 

With a host of new musical numbers 
to provide the narrative - showing off 
the cast’s amazing vocal ability - the 
storyline closely followed the first 
Shrek film with a few hidden extras 
thrown in, to the delight of the crowd. 

Hilarious 

But the production really took off 
when Lord Farquaad was introduced 
into the proceedings. The staging prob¬ 
lem of representing his, erm, ‘limited’ 
stature was dealt with ingeniously, 
with hilarious results. And canny old- 
hand theatre stalwart Gerard Carey 
absolutely makes the most of it, induc¬ 
ing tears of laughter with his antics. 

Certainly the star of the show when 
it comes to the comedy aspect, there 
were many stand-out turns - Bronte 
Barbe as Fiona was top class with an 
amazing voice, and she too showed a 
deft comic touch. 

Dean Chisnall, in the lead, is given 
the hardest job, trying to carry off a 
central acting role while wearing a 
no-doubt cumbersome Shrek suit and 
make-up, but he did well, showing real 
vulnerability when required, both in 
song and acting. 


And Idriss Kargbo had a hard act 
to follow with Eddie Murphy’s unfor¬ 
gettable performance as Donkey in 
the movies, but he acquitted himself 
well, bringing a touch of Cat from Red 
Dwarf with him. 

Ex-Eastender Nigel Harman (re¬ 
member Dennis Rickman?), who won 
plaudits as Farquaad himself in the 
West End, is the director and keeps 
the action ticking over nicely. 

Meanwhile musical director Dave 
Rose is obviously an accomplished 
vocal arranger, as harmonies were 
brilliantly executed and many of the 
characters proved their worth, bring¬ 
ing singing power to blow the audi¬ 
ence away, in particular Christina 
Modestou with her soulful voice for 


Dragon. Mention must be made too 
on the staging, with swift scenery 
changes and amazing sets. 

The supporting cast had to work 
hard taking on multiple roles and at 
no point did I find myself thinking 
we’d seen any of the faces in other 
guises. There must have been some 
super-rapid changes, including three 
people dressed in black bringing to life 
Dragon, as a huge puppet, which was 
remarkably close in appearance to the 
Dreamworks’ movie original. 

It’s an old cliche - something for 
everyone - but on this occasion, one 
that fits the bill. And with perfor¬ 
mances running until Sunday, there 
is still a chance for fans to get their fill 
of fairytales, magic and laughter.

PUBS, hairdressers and curry 
houses have dominated the small 
town centre of Bewdley over the 
years. 

At one point you were spoilt for choice if 
you wanted to go for a swift pint, cut and 
blow dry or a spicy dinner. 

But as time has passed and the recession 
has taken hold, some businesses have strug¬ 
gled to stay afloat and have fallen by the 
wayside. 

It seems residents have tightened their 
belts and the Indian restaurants have 
taken a hit. At one point there were four 
restaurants within a 100-metre stretch, and 
a balti. 

The old favourite that has stood the test 
of time is still going strong. The cheap and 
cheerful one, which I’ve never gone to. The 
modern-trying-to-be-posh option which has 
recently shut up shop, as has the bring your 
own booze balti. But then there’s the Vhu¬ 
jon, a contemporary Indian with a stylish 
interior and a mix of traditional and more 
unusual dishes. 

It’s still there, still popular and is always

busy enough to need to book a table on a 
Friday or Saturday night. It has a lively 
buzz with a chatty atmosphere in an inti¬ 
mate setting. Its contemporary furnishings 
make it look clean and fresh, although it 
could probably do with a bit of attention if 
they decide to give it a revamp. 

We didn’t book. We didn’t think it would 
be packed. But for a Wednesday evening 
there was a surprisingly steady flow of din¬ 
ers which made the atmosphere nice. Re¬ 
laxed but vibrant. 

Wine was ordered as we contemplated 
menu. There was a lot to take in - start¬ 
ers, chicken, lamb, beef, seafood and biry- 
ani dishes along with tandoori specialities, 
vegetarian, balti and traditional. There are 
also veggie accompaniments, rice, naans 
and other sundries. 

Of course we ordered poppadoms, a ne¬ 
cessity. They were lovely. Crispy, crunchy 
discs with a slight oiliness. The condiments 
were yummy too. As we were devouring 
them our starter to share arrived - Sabzi 


is real hot stuff 


Labra, a trio of Indian snacks a samosa, 
onion bhajee and mushroom pakora, all of 
which were tasty. Each had a good amount 
of filling and was nicely seasoned. The pa¬ 
kora batter was a bright, eye watering, neon 
orange and could have done with a bit more 
mushroom stuffed inside its glowing coat. 

Once these were done and dusted our 
mains were next. Feeling brave I’d gone for 
the Murgh Chettinad, described as hot and 
spicy chicken cooked with a mix of onion, 
crushed red chillies and cranberries. 

Fiery 

It was hot but not take-off-a-layer-of- 
skin-from-the-roof-of-your-mouth kind of 
blazing. It had an almost sweet and sour 
flavour with the plump, rich cranberries 
giving a sharp taste to the chicken and 
the fiery chilli adding the taste explosion. 
To counteract the fierce heat I’d gone for 
a rather plain but very fluffy and perfectly 
cooked boiled rice along with a wholesome 
chapati to mop up the sauce. 

My friend had gone for a classic chicken 
Madras with mushroom pilau rice. The Ma¬ 
dras, she said, was nice and spicy but not 


at all greasy. We’d also decided on a tarka 
dhall as a side which tasted absolutely di¬ 
vine, a nice smooth texture with a whole¬ 
some lentil flavour and some seasoning we 
couldn’t quite put our fingers on. It comple¬ 
mented the curry and was aromatic with¬ 
out being too overpowering. The mushroom 
pilau was also a hit. 

Neither of us went for the customary 
naan bread as they seemed too heavy 
and filling with all the food we had to get 
through. 

There was no room for dessert, though 
they did have quite a vast selection mainly 
of pre-made ice cream pots along with a 
couple of more traditional options. 

The staff were friendly and attentive 
without being intrusive, kept the table 
cleared and made sure we had everything 
we needed. It’s a very efficient and well- 
oiled machine with fantastic food. 

The bill came with After Eight mints, 
very 70s but welcome to take away the heat, 
along with a little pot of minuscule liquorice 
torpedoes, pretty reasonable at ust shy of 
£45. We decided this is one restaurant that 
certainly curries favour.

G iven the BBC’s passion for 
Euro thrillers such as Spiral, 
The Killing and Wallander, it 
was inevitable that we’d see more 
dramas mixed the best talent from 
here and there. 

And when it comes to A-list 
Scandinavian talent, you don’t get 
much better than Stellan Skarsgard. 

Okay, some of his dad dancing in 
Mamma Mia may have been 
questionable, but his string of credits, 
from Good Will Hunting and the US 
version of Girl With The Dragon Tattoo 
have helped make him one of 
Hollywood’s go-to guys when 
searching for Swedish talent. 

Here he plays John River, a brilliant 
but troubled police officer, while 
Nicola Walker almost steals the show 
as his late colleague, Detective 
Sergeant Jackie ‘Stevie’ Stevenson, a 
lover of cheesy music and fast food. 

When a murder suspect jumps to 
his death while being pursued by 
River, the pressure and scrutiny that 
surrounds him escalates fast. 

As the investigation into Stevie’s 
murder begins to reveal her deepest 


secrets, our hero has to question 
everything he thought he knew about 
his friend. 

Stellan admits it’s not the easiest of 
dramas to sum up. 

“If it was a normal TV series it 
would be rather easy to tell you about 
it but it’s not and that’s why I’m in it," 
he explains. “You could say it’s a 
crime story on the surface, but it’s 
really more about a person’s 
breakdown or his psychological 
status.” 

All brilliant TV detectives need a 
gimmick, whether it’s Fitz’s gambling 
or Ironside’s wheelchair, and John 
River’s selling point is his fractured 
mental state. 

“We’ve heard a lot about people 
that hear voices, but he actually sees 
those people as well that he’s talking 
to, and very often it is victims of crime 
that pop up and have conversations 
with him. They’re not like ghosts, 
they’re his own creations.” 

Penned by acclaimed writer Abi 
Morgan, one of the brains behind 
Shame, The Iron Lady, and new 
movie Suffragette, her script was a 


key reason the actor signed up. 

“I took the job for her writing 
because it doesn’t look like anything 
else,” explains Stellan. “Her writing is 
not linear. It’s more filled with odd 
impulses. 

“It throws you from one thought to 
another thought in a less organised 
way, and to me that resembles life 
much more than a lot of the writing 
you get which is extremely structured 
and polished and is by the book of 
‘How to Write a Screenplay”’ 

Obviously cast and crew are hoping 
the series proves a hit, but as four of 
Skarsgard’s recent films grossed 
more than $4billion between them, 
and with more helpings of Thor and 
Avengers on the way, finding time to 
make series two might be a little 
tricky. 

However, with a fine supporting 
cast, including Adeel Akhtar as 
Detective Sergeant Ira King; Lesley 
Manville as Chief Inspector Chrissie 
Read, and Eddie Marsan as a killer 
who harasses the eponymous crime 
buster, hopefully this is one River that 
will run and run.

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Discoing across France

Make a mental list of the ideal 
car for a couple of weeks - and 
nearly 2,000 miles - of motoring 
through France and you would 
probably not put a Land Rover 
Discovery at the top. 

Too big, too thirsty and not much fun 
to drive might be your leading demerits 
as you mentally pencilled in something 
much smaller and more sensible. 

Well, I would have done precisely the 
same before clambering up (and it is a bit 
of climb) into the Discovery’s cockpit. But I 
would have been wrong in the most pleas¬ 
antly surprising of ways... 

For starters, it’s not too big. A tape meas¬ 
ure shows the Disco looks bigger than it is. 
For instance, a Vauxhall Insignia Tourer es¬ 
tate is longer than this solidly built off-roader 
and only a couple of inches less wide. 

And the Disco comes with a couple of ad¬ 
vantages that other 4x4s tend to share and 
which makes owners love them for their sur¬ 
prising everyday practicality. 

Building them tall and square makes 
them easier to steer a path through both ur¬ 
ban jungle and the real thing, should you go 
off-roading in deepest Borneo. Not that, at 


£59,970 for this priciest version, you’d ever 
want to. 

Then, thanks to an optional £740 pack on 
the test car, a clever tweak with a couple of 
tiny cameras made things easier still. They 
show where the front wheels are in relation to 
the kerb, so approaching a French autoroute 
toll booth on the ‘wrong side’ was a simple 
matter of keeping an eye on the dashboard 
screen. 

Bright sunlight sometimes blotted out the 
image but mostly it worked well and saved 
potential contact between the Discovery’s 
handsome (and expensive) 20ins alloy 
wheels and hard bits of roadside France. 

So, the car did not feel too big. Certainly 
not too big for all the luggage two people 
need (apparently) for a couple of weeks in 
France, which almost filled the huge boot but 
left enough space for a stop at Calais for - 
you’ve guessed - a box or two of wine. 

Not too big to fit comfortably into the giant 
hold of P&O’s Spirit of Britain which took us 
across the Channel and back and made the 
journey feel like a proper holiday. 

Then, to the thirst of the engine which has 
to pull one of the heaviest cars you can buy. 
The Discovery’s immense off-road strength 
is down in part to a chassis built like a tank 
and the whole caboodle weighs an immense 
2570kgs - or more than two-and-a-half times 
the weight of a Ford Fiesta.

That means the 3.0 litre diesel has to 
work for a living, which made the 31.6mpg 
recorded over more than 1,900 miles of 
holiday travel look the right side of rea¬ 
sonable. Factor in the cheapness of die¬ 
sel in France, at about 82p a litre and the 
Discovery was hitting a UK wallet at the 
equivalent of about 43 miles to the gallon. 
Result, I’d say. The engine also contrib¬ 
utes to the easy-going nature of the car, 
slurring smoothly through the eight-speed 
automatic gearbox and providing the sort 
of mid-range pull that could easily surprise 
a dawdling Frenchman (and did, once or 
twice). 

Riding high and carrying all that weight 
is no recipe for grand prix-style road man¬ 
ners but the Discovery made mincemeat 


of the deliciously empty and smoothly sur¬ 
faced highways of France - and side roads 
almost comically good to explore in com¬ 
parison to poor pockmarked, overloaded 
Britain. 

Two more aids to stress free jaunts 
abroad are found by digging gently into 
the dashboard display where, with a few 
clicks of the button on the steering wheel, 
the digital speed display switches to kilo¬ 
metres an hour and the headlights set 
themselves to dip on the ‘French’ side of 
the road. 

Two weeks after first stepping up into the 
Discovery I was sad to see it go - here is 
a car that genuinely exceeded my expec¬ 
tations by a country mile - or a French 
kilometre.

But, such is the way of football, it 
could have so easily been a trip back 
down the M6 empty-handed, with 
an old favourite handing his old boss 
Dean Smith a gift in the form of missed 
chances. 

In truth, it took Walsall a while to rally. They 
were decisively poor in the first half. 

After a bright five minutes, the tempo slowed 
right down and Wigan, buoyed by an expectant 
8,000-strong crowd, very much asserted them¬ 
selves on the game and dictated the tempo, with¬ 
out creating anything clear-cut. 

Openings 

Ironically, the Latics had all of their clear open¬ 
ings during a second period where the 748 trav¬ 
elling away fans were treated to a glimpse of the 
Walsall they’ve been accustomed to cheering on 
this season. 

The Saddlers were much quicker on the ball 
in the second half. They looked to utilise Kieron 
Morris, Milan Lalkovic, Anthony Forde and Jor¬ 
dan Cook, while the pathway to Tom Bradshaw 
up top created much more danger in and around 
the Athletic area. 

So why a tinge of ‘what could have been’ 
against a side that only three seasons ago were 
playing European football? 

One of those sharp, direct forward balls freed 
Morris midway through the second half and he 
was cynically tripped by hosts’ skipper Craig Mor¬ 
gan. 

Boss Smith said he was pleased with how the 
Saddlers reacted to going up against 10 men. On 
occasions it isn’t the simplest path to victory - as 
was proved against Peterborough last month - 
and Wigan were content with seeing a point out. 

You could have offered a draw to most of a

Walsall persuasion before the action started and 
they’d have taken your offer. But with the oppo¬ 
sition penned in with a quarter of the game to go, 
it is a tough one to balance. 

Perhaps the outstanding Paul Downing was 
correct in his post-match analysis: “We’ll look 
back on this later in the season and it’ll be a good 
point.” 

After all, Wigan remain unbeaten at the DW 
Stadium and you can’t see many League One 
sides going there and coming away victorious. 

For Smith’s Saddlers, the unbeaten away form 
continues, with just two on the road conceded all 
season. 


The clash was billed in some quarters as one 
that saw a host of familiar faces look to shoot 
Walsall down from the top of the League One 
tree, it was a case of mixed fortunes for those for¬ 
mer Banks’s heroes. 

For one, reigning player-of-the-season Richard 
O’Donnell, the bench had to do. 

Another, Jordy Hiwula, only saw 45 minutes of 
action and was largely anonymous. 

The third, Will Grigg, Wigan’s Jtlmillion man 
was definitely having nightmares on Saturday 
night. He could have, and should have, stolen the 
three points in the second half, somehow fluffing 
his lines when an open goal beckoned.
